WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi¬ 
dent Donald Trump in¬ 
formed Congress on Thurs¬ 
day that he is canceling 
pay raises due in January 
for most civilian federal 
employees, citing budget 
constraints But the work¬ 
ers still could see a slightly 
smaller boost in their pay 
under a proposal lawmak- 
ersare considering. 

Trump said he was axing 
a 2.1 percent across-the- 
board raise for most work¬ 
ers as well as locality pay 
increases averaging 25.7 
percent and costing $25 
billion. 

'We must maintain efforts 
to put our Nation on a fis¬ 
cally sustainable course, 
and Federal agency budg¬ 
ets cannot sustain such in¬ 
creases," said Trump. The 
president last year signed 
a package of tax cutsthat 
is forecast to expand the 
deficit by about $1.5 trillion 
over 10 years. 

Trump cited the "significant" 
cost of employing federal 
workers as justification for 
denying the pay increas¬ 
es, and called for federal 
worker pay to be based 


on performance and struc¬ 
tured toward recruiting, 
retaining and rewarding 
"high-performing Federal 


employees and those with 
critical skill sets." 

His announcement came 
as the country heads into 


the Labor Day holiday 
weekend. 

The Democratic Party im¬ 
mediately criticized the an¬ 


nouncement, citing the tax 
cuts Trump signed into law 
last December.

LOS ANGELES (AP) — A Los 

Angeles man upset about 
The Boston Globe's coordi¬ 
nated editorial response to 
President Donald Trump's 
attackson the newsmedia 
was arrested "Thursday on 
charges he threatened to 
kill the newspaper's journal¬ 
ists, who he called an "en¬ 
emy of the people,"federal 
prosecutors said. 

Robert Chain's threatening 
phone calls to the Globe's 
newsroom started imme¬ 
diately after the Globe 
appealed to newspapers 
across the country to con¬ 
demn what it called a 
"dirty war against the free 
press," prosecutors said. He 
is charged with making 14 
calls in all, between Aug. 
10and Aug. 22. 

On Aug. 16, the day scores 
of editorialswere published 
, Chain, 68, of the Enc ino 
neighborhood of Los An¬ 
geles, told a Globe staffer 
that he was going to shoot 
employees in the head 
at 4 o'clock, according 
to court documents. "That 
threat prompted a police 
response and increased 
security atthe newspaper's 
offices 

Chain said he would con¬ 


tinue threatening the 
Globe until it stops its 'trea¬ 
sonous and seditious" at¬ 
tackson Trump, according 
to a court complaint. 
Several times, he called 
Globe employees the 
"enemy of the people," a 
characterization of jour¬ 
nalists that Trump has used 
repeatedly, including in 
a tweet on "Thursday be¬ 
fore the charges were an¬ 
nounced. 

Newsrooms have received 


threats for yea rs and rarely 
do they result in charges. 
However, sensitivity has 
been heightened since a 
gunman with a long-run¬ 
ning grudge against the 
Capital Gazette newspa- 
perin Annapolis, Maryland, 
killed five employees there 
in J une. 

Federal officials pledged to 
continue to go after any¬ 
one who puts others in fear 
of their lives 

"In a time of increasing polit¬ 


ical polarization, and amid 
the increasing incidence of 
mass shootings, members 
of the public must police 
their own political rhetoric. 
Or we will," Massachusetts 
U.S. Attorney Andrew Lel- 
ling said. 

Jane Bowman, a spokes¬ 
woman for the Globe, said 
the newspaper is grateful 
for law enforcement's ef¬ 
forts to protect its staffers 
and backdown the source 
of the threats. 


"While it was unsettling for 
many of our staffers to be 
threatened in such a way, 
nobody - really, nobody - 
let it get in the way of the 
important work of this insti¬ 
tution," she sa id in a n ema il. 
Chain was expected to ap- 
pearin LosAngeles'federal 
courtroom "Thursday after¬ 
noon and be transferred 
to Boston at a later date. 
He's charged with making 
threatening communica¬ 
tions in interstate com¬ 
merce, which calls for up 
to five years in prison. 

It was not immediately 
clear if Chain has an at¬ 
torney. Phone messages 
left at his wife's law office 
weren't immediately re¬ 
turned and with a person 
listed as a relative didn't 
immediately return phone 
messages. 

A neighbor who lived 
acrossthe streetfrom Chain 
and only knew him as "Rob" 
said he had a bombastic 
personality and could fre¬ 
quently be heard yelling at 
his television. 

"Tim McGowan said he 
knew nothing of Chain's 
political leanings and as¬ 
sumed he was an old hip¬ 
pie because he wore his 
hair in a "ma n bun" a nd fre- 
quently walked around in 
justshortsO 


La st heart transplant doc tor 
leaves Oregon hospital

PORTLAND, Ore. (AP) — 

"The only remaining doc¬ 
tor in Oregon's only heart 
transplant program has 
resigned, leaving the state 
with no medical facilities 
that can perform the life¬ 


saving procedure. Oregon 
Health & Science University 
is now working to transfer 
the 20 patients on its wait¬ 
ing list to other transplant 
centers, including those in 
Seattle and the San Fran¬ 


cisco BayAiea,"fhe Orego- 
nian/OregonLive reported 
"Thursday. "The Portland, Or¬ 
egon, hospital notified pa¬ 
tients this earlier week that 
it was suspending its heart 
transplant program for 14 
days because one doc¬ 
tor had left and two others 
had given notice, leaving 
one doctor to provide fol¬ 
low-up care. "The final doc- 
torto leave did not give a 
reason for her departure, 
which was reported "Thurs¬ 
day. OHSU said it won't 


evaluate new patients for 
transplants, accept do¬ 
nor hearts or perform any 
transplant surgeries for two 
weeks and is sc rambling to 
find heart specialists to add 
to its program. 

But other medical centers 
that have been forced to 
suspend heart transplants 
have taken monthsoryears 
to resurrect a program, the 
newspaper reported. 

Renee Edwards, chief med- 
icalofficerforOHSU Health¬ 
care, acknowledged that 


the hospital could take lon- 
gerto resume itsprogram. 
Cardiac patientswho don't 
need transplants can still 
be treated at OHSU, includ¬ 
ing for such procedures as 
pacemaker implantation, 
she has said. 

Eighteen heart transplants 
were done at OHSU in 2016 
and 30 more were com¬ 
pleted there in 2017, ac¬ 
cording to federal data.

"The law provided steep tax 
cuts for corporations and 
the wealthiest Americans, 
and more modest reduc¬ 
tions for middle- and low- 
income individuals and 
families. 

'Trump has delivered yet 
another slap in the face 
to American workers," said 
Democratic National Com¬ 
mittee Chairman Tom Per¬ 
ez. Under the law, the 2.1 
percent raise takes effect 
automatically unless the 
president and Congress 
act to change it. Congress 
is currently debating a pro¬ 
posal fora slightly lower, 1.9 
percent across-the-board 
raise to be included in a 
government funding bill 
that would require Trump's 
signature to keep most 
government functions op¬ 
erating past September. 
Unions representing the 
2 million-member federal 
workforce urged Congress 
to pass the 1.9 percent pay 
raise. "President Trump's 
plan to freeze wages for 
these patriotic workers next 
year ignores the fact that 
they are worse off today 
financially than they were 
atthe start of the decade," 
said J. David Cox Sr., presi¬ 
dent of the American Fed¬ 
eration of Government Em¬ 
ployees, which represents 
some 700,000 federal work¬ 
ers. ,r They have already 
endured years of little to 
no increases and their 
paychecks cannot stretch 
any further as education, 
health care costs, gas and 
other goods continue to 
get more expensive," add¬ 
ed Tim Reardon, national 
president of the National 
Treasury Employees Union. 
Coxsaid federalworkerpay 
and benefits have been 
cut by more than $200 bil¬ 
lion since 2011, and workers 
are currently earning 5 per¬ 
cent less than they did at 
the start of the decade. In

its deficit estimates com¬ 
pared to the estimates in 
the budget proposal it sent 
Congress in February. "The 
worsening deficit reflects 
the impact of the $1.5 tril¬ 
lion, 10-year tax cut, aswell 
as increased spending for 
the military and domestic 
programs that Congress 
approved earlierthisyear. 
The administration's July 
budget update projected 
a deficit of $890 million for 
the fiscal year that ends 
Sept. 30, up from the Feb¬ 
ruary estimate of $873 bil¬ 
lion. "The $890 billion deficit 
projection represents a 34 
percent increase from the 
$666 billion deficit the gov¬ 
ernment recorded in 2017. 
For2019, the administration 
is projecting the deficit will 
once again top $1 trillion 
and stay at that level for 
the next three years. 

Ihe only other period when 
the federal government 
ran deficits above $1 tril¬ 
lion wasthe fouryearsfrom 
2009 through 2012, when 
the government used tax 


cuts and increased spend¬ 
ing to combat the 2008 
fiscal crisis and the worst 
economic downturn since 
the 1930s. Rep. Gerry Con¬ 
nolly, D-Va., who repre¬ 
sents ma ny fe d e ra I wo rke rs, 
blamed what he said was 
Trump's mismanagement 
of federal government. 

"His tax bill exploded the 
deficit, and now he is trying 
to balance the budget on 
the backs of federal work¬ 
ers,"Connolly said .□

cal network created by the 
billionaire Koch brothers 
announced plans to sup¬ 
port eight House Republi¬ 
cans on Ihursd ay, pledging 
financial resourcesand ac- 
tiviststo help re-elect sever¬ 
al vulnerable congressmen 
deemed "principled" con¬ 
servatives 

The first wave of endorse¬ 
ments includes a handful 
of sometime-critics of Presi¬ 
dent Donald Trump, partic¬ 
ularly on immigration and 
spending. 

"fhe announcement comes 
a month after Trump as¬ 
sailed the Koch brothers as 
"a total joke in real Repub¬ 
lican circles." Days earlier, 
network patriarch Charles 
Koch had condemned 
the increased government 
spending underthe Repub¬ 
lican president's leadership 
and Trump's push for import 
ta riffs. 

Despite the clash with the 
White House, the Koch net¬ 
work remains one of the 
most powerful political or¬ 
ganizations in the country. 
"Fhe sprawling organiza¬ 
tion is on pace to spend 
as much as $400 million on 
politics and policy ahead 
of November's election. 


And its coalition of trained 
activists across 36 states 
has no rival. 

"Fhe candidates backed by 
the network's political arm, 
A me ric a ns for Prosperity, in¬ 
clude eight men from sev¬ 
en states: Reps Rod Blum 
and David Young of Iowa, 
Dave Brat of Virginia, Ted 
Budd of North Carolina, 
Steve C ha hot of Ohio, Will 
Hurd of Texas, Erik Paulsen 
of Minnesota and Peter 
Roskam of Illinois. 


For each of the candi¬ 
dates, Americans for Pros¬ 
perity "will fully activate its 
grass-roots infrastructure 
through phone banks and 
neighborhood canvassing, 
as well as deploy targeted 
digital, mail and radio ad¬ 
vertising," according to a 
statement. 

Absent from the list are 
some of the nation's most 
vulnerable House Repub¬ 
licans including Reps. Bar¬ 
bara Comstock of Virginia 


and Mike Coffman of Colo¬ 
rado in addition to any Re¬ 
publicans from top House 
battleground states such 
asCalifomia, NewJ ersey or 
New York. 

"Fhe Kochs, who devote 
substantial resources to 
pushing conservative poli¬ 
cies at the state and na¬ 
tional level, are active in 
New Jersey but do not 
have chapters in California 
or New York. 

'While Americans for Pros¬ 
perity is committed to op¬ 
posing politicians who ac¬ 
tively work to defeat good 
policies, we are proud to 
stand with lawmakers who 
champion legislation that 
helps improve people's 
lives," said AFP president 
"Tim Phillips 

He added: 'The candidates 
we are supporting this fall 
have each been strong, 
principled leaders." 

All but one of the endorsed 
candidates, Hurd, sup¬ 
ported efforts to repeal 
President Barack Obama's 
health care law, including 
the popular provision that 
required insurance compa¬ 
nies to cover pre-existing 
conditions. 

All of them voted for the 
sweeping tax cuts and the 
GOP plan to ease banking 
regulations put in place af¬ 


ter the 2007 financial col¬ 
lapse. 

Most supported the White 
House-backed $1.3 trillion 
spending bill Congress ad¬ 
opted earlier in the year 
over the Koch network's 
objections The opponents 
included three people on 
the endorsement list: Free¬ 
dom Caucus members 
Blum, Brat and Budd. 

Some ofthe group also op¬ 
pose Trump's immigration 
polic ies. 

Hurd, in particular, has 
emerged as a vocal crit¬ 
ic of the administration's 
move to separate immi¬ 
grant families at the border 
and spend tens of billions 
of dollars on a huge wall. 
Paulsen supports a law that 
would protect many young 
immigrants in the country 
illegally from deportation, 
while Roskam opposed 
Trump's border separation 
policy as well. 

The Koch network favors a 
more forgiving immigration 
policy in line with much of 
the business wing of the 
GOP. 

"As we work to build prog¬ 
ress in Washington, we will 
continue our pursuit of poli¬ 
cy majorities that will move 
our country in the right di¬ 
rection by supporting lead¬ 
erslike these," Phillipssa id .Q 


EPA rethinking air pollution rule for power plants

WASHINGTON (AP) — "The 
Trump administration is 
considering rewriting an¬ 
other Obama-era role 
controlling hazardous 
emissions from coal-fired 
power plants, this one on 
mercury and other pollut¬ 
ants. 


Environmental Protection 
Agency spokeswoman 
Molly Block said Wednes¬ 
day that the agency is still 
preparing its proposal for 
consideration by the White 
House'sOffice of Manage¬ 
ment and Budget and that 
there are few details to re¬ 
lease. 

The EPA is looking at 


whether the 2012 role on 
powerpla nt emissions was 
necessary, among other is¬ 
sues, Block said. 

The Obama administration 
role set limits for emissions 
of mercury, arsenic and 
other toxic air pollutants 
from coal- and oil-fired 
power plants. The U.S. En¬ 
ergy Information Adminis¬ 


tration said last year that 
almost all the country's 
coal-fired power plants 
were now in compliance 
with the 2012 role. 
Democratic Sen. Tom 
Carper of Delaware and 
Republican Sen. Lamar 
Alexander of Tennessee 
urged the EPA in a joint let¬ 
ter to keep the 2012 limits 


in place, saying the roles 
has cut mercury emissions 
from power plants by 90 
percent. 

The EPA announced ear¬ 
lier this month that it was 
moving to relax federal 
oversight of emissions from 
coal-fired power plants

BOSTON (AP) — Puerto Rico 
hurricane evacuees living 
in hotels a cross the U.S. can 
be evicted in two weeks, 
a Massachusetts judge 
ruled "Thursday, saying he 
didn't believe it was the 
right thing to do but that his 
handswere tied by the law. 
Worcester-based U.S. 
Judge "Timothy Hillman de¬ 
nied an effort to force the 
government to continue 
the temporary housing 
voucher program until all 
of the evacuees either re¬ 
ceive temporary housing 
orfind permanent housing. 
But he ordered the Fed¬ 
eral Emergency Manage¬ 
ment Agency to keep the 
program in place through 
Sept. 13 to give the evac¬ 
uees time to make other 
plans. 

Hillman said he was forced 
to issue the ruling because 
the evacuees weren't likely 
to succeed on the meritsof 
theircase. 

'While this is the result that I 
am compelled to find, it is 
not nec essa rily the rig ht re¬ 
sult," Hillman said. 

He said he could not order 
the government to do 'that 


which in a humanitarian 
and caring world should be 
done." 

He also urged the two sides 
to work together to find 
temporary housing orother 
aid for the evacuees be¬ 
fore the program ends. 
LatinoJ ustice PRLDEF, an 
advocacy group that 
brought the lawsuit on be¬ 
half of the evacuees, said 
its legal team was review¬ 
ing its options. 

Natasha Lycia Ora Bannan, 
a lawyer with the group, 
said the government can 
provide aid to the evacu¬ 
ees through other means, 
but so far has chosen not 
to. 

"If those things don't hap¬ 
pen now, at the judge's 
urging, what will likely hap¬ 
pen is we're going to have 
hundreds of evacuees be¬ 
come homeless" and look¬ 
ing for beds at shelters, she 
said. 

A FEMA spokesman said 
the agency is working to 
notify hotels that evacuees 
will be allowed to stay un¬ 
til checkout time on Sept. 
14, but said there will be no 
furtherextension of the pro¬ 
grams beyond that date. 
"The evacuees have been 


living in hotels on the main¬ 
land through the Transi¬ 
tional Sheltering Assistance 
Program since they fled the 
island after Hurricane Ma¬ 
ria last September. "The aid 
wasinitially supposed to ex¬ 
pire J une 30. 

As of this month, hundreds 
of families were still us¬ 
ing the vouchers. Many of 
them are in Massachusetts, 


Florida and New York. 

The U.S. territory's governor 
on Tuesday raised the of¬ 
ficial death toll from Hur¬ 
ricane Maria from 64 to 
2,975 — almost twice the 
government's previous es¬ 
timate. 

Attorneys for the evacuees 
claimed FEMA had pro¬ 
vided housing assistance in 
a "discriminatory manner"' 


because they weren't do¬ 
ing enough for Puerto Ri¬ 
can evacuees compared 
to how it treated Texas resi¬ 
dents after Hurricane Har¬ 
vey la st year.

WASHINGTON (AP) — In its 

latest push to end the use 
of race in college admis¬ 
sions, the Tramp administra¬ 
tion on Thursday accused 
Harvard University of "en¬ 
gaging in outright racial 
balancing" and sided with 
Asian-American students 
who allege the Ivy League 
school discriminated 

against them. 

Harvard denied the bias 
claim and said it would de¬ 
fend the right to consider 
race as a factor in admis¬ 
sions 

The Justice Department 
weighed in on a lawsuit 
filed in 2014 by Students For 
Fair Admission, which ar- 
guesthatone of the world's 
most prestigious universi¬ 
ties discriminates against 
academically strong Asian- 
American applicants in fa¬ 
vor of others who may be 
less qualified. 

The agency said in a "state¬ 
ment of interest" that Har¬ 
vard has failed to dem¬ 
onstrate that it does not 
discriminate on the basis 


of race and that its use of 
personal qualities in deter¬ 
mining worthy applicants 
"may be infected with ra¬ 
cial bias." 

The Supreme Court permits 
colleges and universities to 
considerrace in admissions 
decisions, but says that 
must be done in a na mowly 
tailored way to promote 


diversity and should be lim¬ 
ited in time. Schools also 
bear the burden of show¬ 
ing why their consideration 
of race is appropriate. 

In Harvard's case, Justice 
Department officials said, 
the university hasn't ex¬ 
plained how it uses race in 
ad missions and hasnotad- 
opted meaningful criteria 
to limit the use of race. 

"No American should be 
denied admission to school 
because of their race," At¬ 
torney General Jeff Ses¬ 
sions said. 

Sessions said Harvard's use 
of a "personal rating,"which 
includes highly subjective 
factors such as being a 
"good person" or "likabil- 
ity," may be biased against 
Asian-Americans. Sessions 
said the school admits that 
it scores Asian-American 
applicants lower on per¬ 
sonal rating than other stu¬ 
dents Sessionsalso argued 
that Harvard admissions of¬ 
ficers monitor and manipu¬ 
late the racial makeup of 
incoming classes. 

Harvard said it was disap¬ 
pointed that the depart¬ 
ment was "recycling the 
same misleading and hol¬ 
low arguments that prove 
nothing more than the 
emptiness of the case 
against Harvard." 

"Harvard does not discrimi¬ 
nate against applicants 
from any group, and will 
continue to vigorously de¬ 
fend the legal right of ev¬

ery college and university 
to consider race as one 
factoramong many in col¬ 
lege admissions, which the 
Supreme Court has consis¬ 
tently upheld for more than 
40years,"the university said 
in a statement. 'Colleges 
and universities must have 
the freedom and flexibility 
to create the diverse com- 
munitiesthatare vita I to the 
learning experience of ev¬ 
ery student." 

Edward Blum, president of 
the group that sued Har¬ 
vard, hailed the administra¬ 
tion's action. 'We look for¬ 
ward to having the gravely 
troubling evidence that 
Harvard continues to keep 
redacted disclosed to the 
American public in the 
nearfuture,"he said. 

The department's court fil¬ 
ing opposes Harvard's re¬ 
quest to d ismiss the suit be- 
fore trial. 

"Harvard's failure to pro¬ 
vide meaningful criteria to 
cabin its voluntary use of 
race, its use of a personal 
rating that significantly 
harms Asian-American ap¬ 
plicants' c ha nc es of a d mis¬ 
sion and may be infected 
with racial bias, and the 
substantial evidence that 
Harvard isengaging in out- 
rig ht ra c ia I ba la nc ing each 
wa rra nt denia I" of Ha rva rd's 
request, the department 
said. 

The department is sepa¬ 
rately investigating Har¬ 
vard's a d missions po lie ies. 


There was no immediate 
comment on the move 
from the Education Depart¬ 
ment. 

The filing follows a J uly 
decision by the those de¬ 
partments to abandon 
Obama-era guidelinesthat 
instructed universities to 
consider race in their ad¬ 
missions process to make 
the student body more di¬ 
verse. Democrats said the 
Trump administration was 
taking away protections for 
minorities. 

The Center for Equal Op¬ 
portunity, a conserva¬ 
tive think tank, cited Har¬ 
vard's own analysis of its 
admissions data and said 
it "demonstrates that be¬ 
ing African American, Na¬ 
tive American, or Hispanic 
was a 'plus' factor in the 
competition for admission, 
but being Asian American 
proved to be a 'minus.'" 

But Kristen Clarke, presi¬ 
dent of the Lawyers' Com¬ 
mittee forCivil Rights Under 
Law, criticized the Justice 
Department for "signal¬ 
ing abandonment of the 
agency's long-standing his¬ 
torical mission of working to 
address racial discrimina¬ 
tion and promote diversity." 
She said the department's 
filing "ignores the well- 
documented racial bias 
embedded in grades and 
standardized test scores." 
Shaun Harper, head of the 
Race and Equity Center at 
the University of Southern 
California, said that grades 
and test scores alone 
should not be the only fac¬ 
tors when deciding wheth- 
erto admit a student. 

"Isthe DOJ saying that it is in

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Protester: Toppling UNC Confederate statue was 'righteous 1

— The protesters who 
brought down a Confeder¬ 
ate statue at North Caro- 
lina'sflagship university act¬ 
ed with "a righteous show 
of people power"'after uni¬ 
versity leaders refused to 
remove it, one of those ac¬ 
cused in the demonstration 
said Thursday. 

RaulJ imenez, who waspre- 
viously acquitted of help¬ 
ing topple another Con¬ 
federate statue in nearby 
Durham, briefly appeared 
in court on misdemeanor 
charges of rioting and de¬ 
facing a public monument. 
Three others have later 
court dates on the same 
charges of helping to tear 
down "Silent Sam" at the 
University of North Carolina 
in Chapel Hill on Aug. 20. 
University and legislative 
leaders have demanded a 
hard look at how a "highly 
organized" group of pro¬ 
testers used banners to 
conceal their preparations 
to bring down the statue 
with a rope — and why 
police were non-confron- 
tational. Thursday's hearing 
came a day afterpublic re¬ 
cords revealed that a town 
police chief assisting the 
campus force with crowd 
control told his officers to 
stay back not long before 
the statue fell. 

Asked outside court if he 
knew about advance 
plansto topple "SilentSam," 
J imenez said: "I think what 
happened is the commu¬ 
nity came together and 
made a decision, whether 
it was that night ... when¬ 
ever it was; that decision 
was to take down the 
statue. "UNC Chancellor 
Carol Folt "has been asked 
by students and faculty to 
take this statue down, try¬ 
ing to go through legal 
channels ... but she has re¬ 
fused and so the commu¬ 
nity took action," he said in 
an interview. 

Jimenez, 27, declined to 
say whether he's guilty of 
helping topple the monu¬ 
ment that protesters called 
a racist symbol. But he said 
he will fight the charges, 
calling the takedown "a 
righteous show of people 
power."Several-dozen sup¬ 
porters packed the court¬ 


room, some wearing but¬ 
tons with the slogan "Do It 
Uke Durtra m & C ha pel Hill." 
Tensions remained high 
more than a weekafterthe 
bronze statue was taken 
down. The crowd accom¬ 
panying Jimenez got into 
back-and-forth yelling and 
chants Thursday with a 
smallergroup who came to 
support a pro-Confederate 
demonstrator charged with 
assault. Barry Brown wore a 
sticker on his shirt that said 
'Save Our Monuments" 
while he appeared in court 
on a charge of hitting an 
anti-statue protester during 
follow-up demonstrations 
Saturday in Chapel Hill. 

One truck drove by with 
small Confederate flags 
and another played "Dixie," 
but there was no physical 
confrontation. 

Brown did not immediate¬ 
ly respond to a message 
seeking comment. 

The university also released 
a statement Thursday 
showing a fourth person 
has been charged with 
helping topple the statue. 
Meanwhile, text messag¬ 
es and emails obtained 
througha public recordsre- 
quest show Chapel Hill Po¬ 
lice Chief Chris Blue told his 
officers, who were backing 
up campus police, to stay 
backbefore the statue was 
toppled during the Aug. 20 
protest. WRAL-TV wasfirstto 
report on the documents, 
which were later released 
to The Associated Press 
and others. Messagesshow 
that Blue instructed officers: 
"do not engage w Crowd 
at statue. Stay way out." 
UNC police have primary 
responsibility for patrolling 
the campus, but the two 
departments assist each 
other. It's not c lea r why the 
campus police took a less 
confrontational approach 
tha natpreviousp rotests. 
Blue's department has also 
been under scrutiny after 
a photo surfaced of an of- 
ficeron duty that night with 
a forearm tattoo resem¬ 
bling an anti-govemment 
group's logo. Town man¬ 
ager Roger Stancil issued 
a statement this week that 
the officer was placed on 
paid leave for displaying 
"a tattoo that is associated 
with the '3 Percenters, 1 "and 


an internal investigation 
could result in disciplinary 
action.

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UN Syria envoy floats idea of evacuating Id lib civilians

GENEVA (AP) — Fearing a 
military offensive, the U.N. 
envoy for Syria proposed 
Thursday that civilians 
holed up in the rebel-held 
region of Idlib could evac¬ 
uate to government areas 

— a move that would send 
many back into parts of 
Syria they once fled in its 
7-1/2-year-old civil war. 

U.N. envoy Staffan de Mis¬ 
tura expressed fears of a 
"perfect storm" that could 
have a devastating impact 
on nearly 3 million people 

— nearly half of whom ar¬ 
rived from elsewhere in 
Syria — in the reg io n la rg e ly 
controlled by al-Qaida- 
linked fighters. It came as 
Russia, President Bashar 
Assad's strongest military 
backer, announced major 
military drills in the Mediter¬ 
ranean Sea amid growing 
tensions over the enclave. 
"Short of going to Turkey, 
the civilians have no other 
option in order not to be 
where fighting may take 
place," de Mistura told re¬ 
porters of the evacuation 
plan, which is in its early 
phases and will need to 
be discussed with regional 
players. Russia expressed 
opennessto the idea. 

The evacuation proposal 
reflected rising concerns 
that Idlib could become 
the site of the latest human¬ 
itarian disaster in a country 
that has faced many of 
them during a warthat has 
killed over 400,000 people 
and driven more than 5.5 
million to flee abroad. 

De Mistura said a proposal 
would be a 'temporary" 
measure so that "people 
can then return to their 
own places untouched 
once thisisover." 

Ahmad Ramadan, a 
spokesman for the Syrian 
opposition's delegation to 
U.N. talks with the govern¬ 
ment, called de Mistura's 
proposal "unrealistic." 

"It's very regrettable," he 
said. 'The special envoy's 
role is not to call for a hu¬ 
manitarian corridor, but to 
call on Russia to stop the 
aggression." 

Idlib is the last remaining 
refuge for the Syrian oppo¬ 
sition since President Bashar 
Assad's forces began re¬ 


capturing territory from reb¬ 
els in 2015. The country has 
been consumed by war 
since demonstrations broke 
out against Assad in 2011. 
Separately on Thursday, at 
a news conference in Mos¬ 
cow with Russian Foreign 
Minister Sergey Lavrov, Syr¬ 
ian Foreign Minister Walid 
al-Moallem said his gov¬ 
ernment plans to "liberate" 
Idlib, but that itspriority was 
'to negotiate peace with 
those who want to surren¬ 
der." 

Al-Moallem said the gov¬ 
ernment tried to negotiate 
with a so-called reconcilia¬ 
tion committee in Idlib, but 
a l-Q a id a-linked militants ar¬ 
rested most of the commit¬ 
tee members. 

The militants have arrested 
over 500 people accused 
of trying to negotiate with 
the regime in recentweeks, 
according to Rami Abdur¬ 
rahman, who heads the 
Britain-based Syrian Ob¬ 
servatory for Fluman Rights 
monitoring group. 


De Mistura said 10,000 al- 
Qaida-linked fighters and 
their families are located 
in the densely populated 
region, which is now home 
to 2.9 million people, many 
of them already displaced. 
After hosting nine rounds 
of fruitless talks between 
the Syrian government and 
opposition, de Mistura has 
recently focused his efforts 
on talks with the so-called 
"guarantors" of the peace 
process: Russia, Turkey and 
Iran. 

De Mistura said he had no 
information about any "im¬ 
minent attack," but pointed 
to information about mili¬ 
tary build-ups and messag¬ 
es of warning between the 
sides in Syria. He also spoke 
of "warnings and counter- 
warnings" between the 
United States and Russia, 
though he did not elabo¬ 
rate. 

"We need to reduce the 
risk of unexpected esca¬ 
lation, and definitely look 
with great concern about 


a ny potentia I use of c hemi- 
cal weaponsoranytype of 
weaponized chlorine," he 
said. 

The U.S. State Department 
said Thursday the best way 
to protect the civilians in 
Idlib is for Russia to compel 
the Assad regime to avoid 
a military offensive. 

'The regime's past brutal¬ 
ity in Aleppo, Ghouta, and 
southwest Syria, to include 
indiscriminate targeting 
of civilian areas, indicate 
that they cannot be trust¬ 
ed to protect civilians in 
any military offensive," the 
statement said. 'Their past 
gestures at humanitarian 
pauses and corridors have 
not reduced the suffering 
caused by Russian and re¬ 
gime attacks. In fact, more 
than a million of the civilians 
currently living in Idlib previ¬ 
ously fled regime control." 
The U.S., Britain and France 
have warned they will re¬ 
spond to any use of chemi¬ 
cal weapons in Syria. 

Turkish President Recep 


Tayyip Erdogan said Thurs¬ 
day his country was en¬ 
gaged in talkswith Iran and 
Russia to avoid a humani¬ 
tarian calamity in Idlib. The 
leaders of Turkey, Iran, and 
Russia are slated to meet 
next week in Tabriz to dis¬ 
cuss the mounting crisis. 

The office of U.N. Secretary- 
General Antonio Guterres 
on Wednesday warned of 
the growing risk of a hu¬ 
manitarian catastrophe, 
and called for restraint. 

De Mistura floated two op¬ 
tions: one to not acceler¬ 
ate military escalation to 
allow more time for talks, 
and another to "allow and 
facilitate a credible — 
credible — humanitarian 
corridorto allow the civilian 
population to temporarily 
evacuate to a saferarea." 
"But that area most likely is 
undergovemment control," 
he said. "So that requires 
a constructive, effective 
government support and 
a U.N. presence." He said 
he could travel to the area 
himself to help monitor an 
evacuation. 

'We definitely intend to dis¬ 
cuss it very intensely with 
the government," de Mis¬ 
tura said. 

Russian Deputy Foreign 
Minister Mikhail Bogdanov 
told Russian newsagencies 
that Moscow is willing to dis¬ 
cuss'the details, the gener¬ 
al idea and what practical 
solutions the re are." 

It came shortly after Rus¬ 
sia's Defense Ministry told 
Russian newsagenciesthat 
Russia will deploy 25 ships, 
including a missile cruiser, 
and 30 jets for the maneu¬ 
vers in the first week of Sep¬ 
tember. The military says 
the drills will focus on anti¬ 
air and anti-submarine de¬ 
fense.

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German protesters voice angeratmigrantcrime, politicians

— Hundreds of people pro¬ 
tested and expressed dis¬ 
dain for politicians in east 
Germany on Thursday as 
a regional governor visited 
a city where the fatal stab¬ 
bing of a German citizen 
sparked violent clashes 
overimmigration. 

Saxony state Gov. Michael 
Kretschmer held a town 
hall meeting in Chemnitz 
under the watch of tight 
police security as about 
500 people demonstrated 
outside. 

Many of the protesters re¬ 
fused to talk to the media, 
but the ones who did said 
they felt abandoned by 
politicians and were angry 
at the crimes committed 
by migrants. 

At the site where the 
35-year-old man was 
wounded in an alterca¬ 
tion with migrants over 
the weekend, a message 
placed among the flowers 
and candles read: 'Take 
away their knives or we'll 
take away yourelected of¬ 
fices." 

Authorities denied online 
rumors that the victim was 
protecting a woman from 
harassment when he was 
stabbed, saying there was 
no evidence this had been 
the case. 

The slaying has become a 
rallying point for far-right 
groups in Germany. At least 
18 people were injured 
Monday when their sup¬ 
porters, mobilized from sur¬ 
rounding areas and further 
afield, clashed with coun¬ 
ter-protesters in Chemnitz. 
The public display, which 
included neo-Nazis hurling 
abuse and bottles as po¬ 
lice struggled to keep the 
groups apart, has raised 
fresh concerns about the 
threat posed by far-right 
extremists in Germany. 
Green party lawmaker 
Claudia Roth told German

BRUSSELS (AP) — In his sixth 
week of detention, Cafer 
Topkaya stopped counting 
the days in his prison diary, 
realizing he wouldn't be go¬ 
ing home anytime soon. 

Like many caught up in the 
crackdown afterthe failed 
military coup in Turkey two 
years ago, the 42-year-old 
naval officer had believed 
he could simply prove his 
innocence in court. But 
after weeks of sleeping on 
the floor in his cell, without 
enough food and with no 
explanation of the changes 
he faced, Topkaya said he 
understood the cardswere 
stacked against him. 

"After 39 days I lost my 
hope," he told The Associ¬ 
ated Press in Brussels, where 
he rejoined his family this 
yea rafter he managed to 
escape Turkey while on a 
conditional release from 
prison. 

It's rare for military officers 
accused of supporting the 
coup to speak in public. 
Topkaya said he, too, was 
afraid to speak out — he 
doesn't feel entirely safe 
even in Belgium — but was 
inspired by the courage 
of a young Swedish wom¬ 
an whose recent protest 
aboard a passenger plane 
stopped the deportation of 
an Afghan migrant. 

'Then I thought of the peo¬ 
ple in prison in Turkey. They 
can't meet with the press. 
They can't even meet with 
their lawyers. So they have 
no means to freely tell their 
stories, the things they en¬ 
dure," he said. "So I felt a 
responsibility to talk on be¬ 
half of them and to tell their 
story and my story." 
Topkaya was working as a 
Turkish officer at NATO in 
Brussels when news broke 
of the military uprising 
against President Recep 
Tayyip Erdogan that killed 
250 people in July 2016. 
Erdogan blamed the at¬ 
tempted coup on Muslim 
cleric Fethullah Gulen, a 
former ally living in exile 
in the United States, and 
swiftly cracked down on 
suspected supporters of 
Gulen's movement across 
Turkey. 

More than 130,000 people 
have since been purged 
from the public service. 


Over 77,000 have been ar¬ 
rested for alleged links to 
Gulen's network or Kurdish 
separatists, among them 
lawmakers, judges, pros¬ 
ecutors, military personnel, 
police and journalists 
Arrests continue, and the 
courtsare swamped. 
Topkaya, who says he sup¬ 
ports neither Gulen nor Er¬ 
dogan but the secularprin- 
ciples of modem Turkey's 
founding father, Mustafa 
Kemal Ataturk, said he only 
fully learned about the al¬ 
legations against him 11 
months into his ordeal. 

The charge sheet said the 
father-of-three was ac¬ 
cused of insulting Erdogan 
and government officials 
on Twitter. With a laugh, 
Topkaya noted thathissup- 
posed account was post¬ 
ing Tweets even when he 
was in jail without internet 
access. 

The charge sheet also not¬ 
ed that he had used the By- 


Lock messaging app that 
authorities say coup plot¬ 
ters communicated with, 
and that he was working 
for NATO. While Turkey is a 
longtime alliance member 
and hundreds of Turkish na¬ 
tionals are posted at NATO 
headquarters, being seen 
as pro-NATO or pro-West- 
em is an indictment these 
days,Topkaya said. 

If the charges seemed sur¬ 
real to him, conditions in 
Sine an prison outside An¬ 
kara were all too real. Liv¬ 
ing with four men in a cell 
meant for three, Topkaya 
said he slept on the floor 
without heating in sub-zero 
temperatures that first win¬ 
ter. 

"I had four pairs of socks 
and it was like my feet were 
still in ice buckets. Once I 
cried from being cold," he 
said. 

When a U.N. monitoring 
team visited Sine an, in¬ 
mates were given a sec¬ 


ond mattress, which Top¬ 
kaya said felt "like sleeping 
in a Hilton suite." 

Asked about Topkaya's 
case, a senior Turkish of¬ 
ficial, speaking on condi¬ 
tion of anonymity in line 
with government rules, said 
only: 'We refuse to associ¬ 
ate with Gulenists and do 
not find it necessary to re¬ 
spond to their claims." 

In a statement in Decem- 
ber2016 aftervisiting sever- 
alTurkish prisons, U.N. envoy 
Nils Melzer said conditions 
were broadly "accept¬ 
able" though "significantly 
overcrowded." He noted 
inmate claims about 'the 
freezing temperature" in 
one location, and "numer¬ 
ous allegations of torture 
and other ill-treatment." 
Human rights group Am¬ 
nesty International has 
reported extensively on 
casesof abuse and torture 
linked to the coup. Some of 
the worst punishment was 


reserved for military person¬ 
nel. 

Topkaya said he wasn't 
subjected to torture but 
spoke to prisoners who said 
they were. 

Turkey's government insists 
it has a policy of zero tol¬ 
erance to torture and says 
perpetrators a re brought to 
justice. 

This February, 16 months 
afterTopkaya was lured to 
Ankara by commandersfor 
an "urgent meeting" and 
detained, a judge granted 
him conditional release 
due to prosecution delays 
in substantiating its case, 
but he would have to re¬ 
port each weekto police. 
His diplomatic passport 
had been confiscated, but 
he still had an old normal 
one that was valid for a 
few more months and de¬ 
cided to use it. He fled to 
Greece a few weeks later 
and by March was back 
in Belgium, where his wife 
and children have refugee 
status. "It was like coming to 
life again after death," he 
said. "For the first few days 
we couldn't talk much. We 
just looked at each other's 
face and laughed, and 
sometimes we cried." 

In Turkey, though, Topkaya 
was called a traitor by his 
own brother, who applied 
to change his family name, 
according to Turkish media. 
The brother, who was also 
in the navy, was relieved 
of his d uties bee a use of his 
family ties to Topkaya and 
was waging a legal battle 
to be re-instated, media re¬ 
ports said. 

"It's like a picture of what's 
happening in Turkey. Many 
families have been broken 
and split up like this," Top¬ 
kaya said. "I still love him," 
he added. "I hope that 
like the rest of the nation 
he will one day wake from 
this dream and we will hug 
again.'□

BEIJING (AP) — C hina sa id 
Thursday that U.S. lawmak¬ 
ers were wasting taxpayer 
money by urging President 
Donald Trump's administra¬ 
tion to impose sanctions on 
Chinese officials allegedly 
tied to the mass internment 
of ethnic minority Muslims in 
camps in the far west. 

The lawmakers sent a let¬ 
ter to Secretary of State 
Mike Pompeo and Treasury 
Secretary Steve Mnuchin 
urging the government to 
apply sanctions to address 
the "ongoing human rights 
crisis" in the region of Xinji¬ 
ang (SHIN'-jhang), in the 
latest sign that the deten¬ 
tions are raising concerns 
among Western leaders 
and governments. 

Muslim ethnic minorities 
in Xinjiang are being de¬ 
tained and tortured and 
face "egregious restrictions 
on religious practice and 
culture" and other abuses, 
said the letter, which was 
signed by Florida Sen. Mar¬ 
co Rubio and New Jersey 
Rep. Chris Smith and 15 
others. It was provided to 
the media on Wednesday. 
The letter singles out Xin¬ 
jiang's top official, Chen 
Quanguo, accused by 
many of turning the region 
into a police surveillance 
state and implementing 
a system of internment 
camps, also known as "re¬ 
education centers," where 
members of the Uighur 
('WEE-gur) and other Mus¬ 
lim minorities a re locked up 
fo r mo nths witho ut tria I. 

'The detention of as many 
as a million or more Uighurs 
and other predominantly 
Muslim ethnic minorities in 


'political reeducation 1 cen¬ 
ter or camps requires a 
tough, targeted, and glob¬ 
al response,"the lettersaid. 
Former detainees who 
spoke to The Associated 
Press described the intern¬ 
ment camps as facilities 
policed by armed guards 
where Muslimswere forced 
to disavow their religious 
beliefs, criticize themselves 
and their loved ones and 
give thanks to the ruling 
Communist Party. Beatings 
and deaths have been re¬ 
ported despite authorities' 
tight control on information 
from the region. 

The detention program has 
swept up people, includ¬ 
ing relatives of American 
citizens, on ostensible of¬ 
fenses ranging from ac¬ 
cessing foreign websites to 
contacting overseas rela¬ 
tives. Other aspects of the 


security crackdown the 
AP has detailed include 
all-encompassing digital 
surveillance, mass deploy¬ 
ment of police and severe 
reg ula tio ns a g a inst re lig io us 
customs and dress. 

On Thursday in Beijing, the 
Foreign Ministry said Chi¬ 
nese citizensenjoyfreedom 
of religion according to the 
law and that the Ameri¬ 
can lawmakers should not 
'threaten to impose sanc¬ 
tions at every turn on other 
countries." 

"I would like to advise the 
individual U.S. lawmakers 
to focus on and perform 
their duties well because 
they are spending taxpay¬ 
er money," spokeswoman 
Flua Chunying told report¬ 
ers 'They should certainly 
serve the Americans prop¬ 
erly instead of poking their 
noses in other countries' af¬ 


fairs and pretending to be 
a judge of human rights." 
China denies such intern¬ 
ment camps exist but says 
criminals involved in minor 
offenses a re sent to "voca¬ 
tional education and em¬ 
ployment training centers" 
to help with their rehabilita¬ 
tion and reintegration into 
society. 

'The argument that 'a mil¬ 
lion Uighurs are detained 
in re-education centers' is 
completely untrue," Chi¬ 
nese representative Hu Li- 
anhe said earlierthismonth 
in responding to questions 
raised by the U.N.'s Com¬ 
mittee on the Elimination 
of Racial Discrimination in 
Geneva. 

China insists tough mea¬ 
sures are needed as part 
of a "People's War on Ter¬ 
ror" to purge separatistand 
religious extremist elements 


from Xinjiang, a vast region 
with more than 10 million 
Muslims. Deadly ethnic riots 
in its capital in 2009 killed 
hundreds and sporadic 
violence occurred in sub¬ 
sequent years. But reports 
ofviolence are increasingly 
rare and the existence of 
an effective organized re¬ 
sistance to Chinese rule is 
widely doubted. 

China's foreign ministry did 
not immediately respond 
to a request for comment 
on the letter. 

Rubio and Smith had raised 
the possibility of imposing 
sanctions on Chinese offi¬ 
cials underthe 2016 Globa I 
Magnitsky Act in April, ask¬ 
ing the U.S. ambassadorto 
Beijing, Terry Branstad, to 
visit the region and collect 
information on Xinjiang of¬ 
ficials responsible for the 
mass detention policy. 

The Global Magnitsky Act 
allows the U.S. govern¬ 
ment to place travel and 
financial restrictions on in¬ 
dividuals anywhere in the 
world given credible proof 
oftheirrole in human rights 
violations or corruption. For 
the first time in December, 
U.S. authorities designated 
52 people under the act, 
including a Myanmar gen¬ 
eral allegedly involved in 
the deadly crackdown on 
Rohingya Muslims and a 
Chinese police official who 
oversaw the Beijing deten¬ 
tion center that held Cao 
Shunli, a human rights ac¬ 
tivist who died in custody. 
Acting Deputy Assistant 
Secretary of State Laura 
Stone said later in April that 
the U.S. was deeply con¬ 
cerned about the deten- 
tionsand could take action 
underthe Magnitsky act.Q 
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Lula conviction in Brazil spotlight: Was it sham or solid?

man easily favored to win 
Brazil's presidential election 
in October probably won't 
be on the ballot — blocked 
because of a conviction 
corruption that stems from 
a nationwide investigation 
that has ensnared many 
of the country's top busi¬ 
nessmen and politicians. 
Here's a look at details of 
the case: 

THE CONTROVERSY 
Brazil's top electoral court 
is expected to soon rule on 
whether leftist former Presi¬ 
dent Luiz Inacio Lula da 
Siva can run for president 
despite a corruption con¬ 
viction. 

Nearly all experts expect 
the court to rule against 
him, throwing the presiden¬ 
tial race in the Latin Ameri¬ 
ca's largest nation into un¬ 
certainty. 

That's causing renewed 
scrutiny at home and 
abroad of the 238-page 
conviction for corruption 
and money laundering im¬ 
posed inj uly 2017 by Brazil's 
most famous judge. 

Da Silva says the convic¬ 
tion and 12-year sentence 
amount to a "coup" by 
right-wing forces trying to 
prevent his return to office. 
Detractors say he's guilty 
and the nation can only 
move beyond a culture of 
endemic graft if the law 
appliesto all. 

Da Silva has won support 
abroad from figures includ¬ 
ing former U.S. presidential 
candidate Bemie Sanders 
and U.N.-appointed hu¬ 
man rights experts. Writing 
an op-ed in the New York 


Times this month, Jorge 
Castaneda, a former Mexi¬ 
can foreign minister, also 
argued that da Silva should 
be allowed to run despite 
the conviction. 

'The charges brought 
against him are too flimsy, 
the purported crime so pet¬ 
ty (until now), the sentence 
so brazenly disproportion¬ 
ate and the stakes so high 
that in Latin America to¬ 
day, democracy should 
trump — so to speak — the 
rule of law," he wrote. 

THE CASE 

Judge Sergio Mono ruled 
that the former president 
helped steer contracts to 
construction company 
Grupo OAS before leaving 
office on J an. 1, 2011. 

In exchange, the judge 
said, da Siva waspromised 
a renovated beachfront 
apartment and associated 


perks totaling about $1.1 
million in Guaruja, a city 
outside of Sao Paulo. 

Da Siva backers argue 
there was no crime be¬ 
cause neitherhe norhislate 
wife ever legally owned 
the apartment. Mono said 
the intent to give it to him 
made ita crime. 

Writing an op-ed in the 
New York Times this month, 
da Siva said the "linchpin" 
in the case against him 
was testimony from a man 
with a "personal interest to 
tell authorities what they 
wanted to hear." Da Siva 
was referring to formerOAS 
president Leo Pinheiro, who 
got a reduced sentence 
after testifying that he met 
with da Siva in 2014 to dis¬ 
cuss giving him the apart¬ 
ment as a gift. 

Law professor Maristela 
Basso of the University of 


Sao Paulo said any testi¬ 
mony "hasto be combined 
with other evidence "to win 
conviction. "So to say it was 
all based on Pinheiro is not 
tare." 

THE EVIDENCE 
Witnesses testifying against 
da Siva included other top 
officials from OAS and an¬ 
other construction compa¬ 
ny, a former senator from 
da Siva's Workers' Party 
and a black-market money 
dealer at the center of the 
sprawling Carwash corrup¬ 
tion investigation. 
Prosecutors also presented 
text messages in which 
OAS executives discussed 
renovations on the apart¬ 
ment using code names 
"boss"and "madam,"alleg¬ 
edly referring to da Siva 
and his wife. 

"The boss's kitchen project 
is ready, so we can set up 


an appointment with mad¬ 
am whenever you want," 
Paulo Gordilho, then OAS 
director, told Pinheiro, ac¬ 
cording to the sentencing 
document. 

Mono noted that while OAS 
bought the building in 2009, 
it neverputthe unit in ques¬ 
tion up for sale or showed 
it to other potential buyers. 
Renovations to the apart¬ 
ment were begun in 2014 
after da Siva and his wife 
came to view it and be¬ 
fore da Siva's wife made a 
second visit herself. Mora's 
decision says the work — 
which included installation 
of a sauna and increasing 
the size of a pool deck — 
is not the sort of renovation 
OAS typically does. 

The deal apparently fell 
apart at some point in 
2014, a time when Judge 
Mono and prosecutors we re 
ramping up investigations 
into corruption in govern¬ 
ment contracts Hundreds 
of businessmen and politi¬ 
cians, including many offi¬ 
cials in da Silva's 2003-2010 
administrations, were impli¬ 
cated. 

DA SILVA'S VERSION 
The former president ac¬ 
knowledged interest in 
buying the apartment as 
an investment, not receiv¬ 
ing it as a gift. In his initial 
statements to investigators, 
da Silva said he decided 
against buying the apart¬ 
ment after his wife visited 
a second time in August 
2014. He later changed 
that when testifying before 
Mono in 2017, saying he 
backed out after the cou¬ 
ple's initial visit— before the 
renovations began thatthe 
judge says were made for 
them.Q

By MAE ANDERSON 
NEW YORK (AP) — Google 
is toeing the line between 
helping you save time and 
creeping you out as it turns 
to machines to suggest 
email replies on your be¬ 
half. 

Ihe customized auto-re- 
sponses come in the lat¬ 
est version of Gmail on 
the web and expand on a 
feature already available 
on Android devices and 
iPhones. Ihey're just one 
more example of how arti¬ 
ficial intelligence is seeping 
into everyday online life, 
whether it's to tailor prod¬ 
uct recommendations or 
correct spelling. 

So far the new feature has 
been drawing mixed re- 
sponsesfrom users. 

The new feature, called 
Smart Reply, offers three 
short responses, like "It was 
greatseeing you too,"or"HI 
look into it." Unlike standard 
auto-replieswhen on vaca¬ 
tion, forinstance, these are 
customized to an individual 
email based on its context. 
If you select one, you can 
either send it immediately 
or edit it before sending. 
Ihe responses are auto¬ 
matically created using 
Google's artificial intel¬ 
ligence systems Humans 
aren't reading people's 
emails, but machines are 
scanning them. Although 
Google stopped scanning 
email to target advertising 
in 2017, it still scans them 
to filter out junk mail, iden¬ 
tify phishing scams and, 
now, to create suggested 


replies. (Yahoo and AOL, 
both owned by Verizon, still 
scan email for advertising.) 
Google's suggestions draw 
on what's in your email, 
such as the text of the mes¬ 
sage and the subject line. 
The analysis can include 
past conversations. Forex- 
ample, if someone says 
'Thanks!" more often than 
'Thanks," with no exclama¬ 
tion point, the suggested 
response would likely re¬ 
flect that. 

It's not known, though, 
how far Google goes in 
scanning your email. For 
instance, Gmail scans at¬ 
tachments forsecurity risks, 
but is it also using that in¬ 
fo rmation to customize 


responses? The machines 
behind Google Photoscan 
tell whether an image has 
food, flowersorthe beach. 
Might Gmail suggest, "How 
was lunch?" Google didn't 
respond to a query for de- 
tailson what it scansforre- 
plies 

Brian Lam, a San Diego at¬ 
torney who focuses on pri¬ 
vacy and data security, 
said auto-replies represent 
"a tradeoff between priva¬ 
cy and new features that 
consumers may want." 
Google hasbeen scanning 
Gmail since its debut in 
2004, so scanning for auto¬ 
replies should n't come asa 
surprise. Lam said he hasno 
concerns as long as com¬ 


panies disclose they are 
doing this 

'There's a market incentive 
to behave responsibly," he 
said. There's been consum¬ 
er backlash when people 
get wind of companies 
that don't respect privacy. 
People decide not to use 
those services" 

Not every email will get 
suggestions — only those 
that Google thinks will lend 
themselvesto a short reply. 
Graham Gardner, a free¬ 
lance photographer and 
leather-goods maker in 
Minneapolis, said he has 
used smart replies in Gmail 
several times over the past 
few months. He said the 
speed of response can be 


helpful, particularly if he is 
on hisphone and can reply 
with one tap. 

"It can help with quick re¬ 
plies that don't need too 
much elaboration, so you 
can have peace of mind 
quickly and sort out more 
specific information in a full 
reply later," he said. 

But Maya Castro, an as¬ 
signment editor for a TV 
station in San Francisco, 
said she sticks to her own 
voice when emailing, even 
though she's OK with auto- 
re sp o n se s fo r te xt m e ssa g e s 
and Facebookchats. 

"It boils down to tone and 
mood," she said. "Smart-or 
auto-responsesshowa lack 
of thought." 

To disable the 'Smart Re¬ 
ply" feature on a mobile 
device, simply go to "Set¬ 
tings" and uncheck the box 
next to "Smart Reply." But 
for now, there's no way to 
disable the feature on the 
web. However, users can 
return to the "classic" ver¬ 
sion of Gmail on the web 
by selecting that option un¬ 
der "Settings" 

Suggesting responses isn't 
the only way Google uses 
artificial intelligence to 
help people manage their 
emails, asit hasbeen rolling 
out a new version of Gmail 
since April. The new Gmail 
has "Nudges," a feature 
that reminds users to reply 
to emails it deems impor¬ 
tant. Gmail also prods users 
whoforgetto include an at¬ 
tachment to an email that 
usesthe word "attached"or 
something similarO 


Hack causes majo rap psto show anti-Semitic name

NEW YORK (AP) — Tech 
nology users got a surprise 
Thursday morning when 
their social and lifestyle 
apps seemingly labeled 
the United States' most 
populous city with an anti- 
Semitic header. 

A number of people post¬ 
ed screenshots on Twit¬ 
ter showing "New York 
City" had been relabeled 
")ewtropolis" on the Map- 
box map used by com¬ 


panies and services such 
as Snapchat parent Snap, 
Citi Bike and Foursquare. 
Mapbox, a provider of 
digital map technology, 
said it suffered a "malicious 
edit" by a person who tried 
to make multiple changes 
to its maps' data. Only one 
edit was published due to 
human error and was live 
for less than an hour be¬ 
fore being deleted. 

Nathan Roy, 25, was 
among users alarmed by 
the name change.Though 
he lives in Boston, he was 


alerted to the issue by a 
friend from New York. He 
said his first reaction was 
shock. 

"I know that a lot of peo¬ 
ple out there harborthese 
feelings," Roy said. "It'sjust 
always disappointing to 
see it crop up again and 
again." 

Evan Bernstein, a regional 
director for the Anti-Defa¬ 
mation League, seemed 
less surprised. He said peo¬ 
ple with anti-Semitic beliefs 
have been empowered 
since the 2016 election 


and are hiding behind the 
internet. 

"Haters are increasingly 
looking for ways to take 
advantage of new tech¬ 
nologies and promote an¬ 
ti-Semitism," Bernstein said. 
"We see hate going online. 
This is just another perfect 
example of that." 

The League tracked a 
90-percent increase be¬ 
tween 2016 and 2017 in 
anti-Semitic incidents in 
New York state. Such in¬ 
cidents included physical 
assaults, attacks, harass¬ 


ment and vandalism. 
Mapboxsaid it"hasa zero 
tolerance policy against 
hate speech" and its em¬ 
ployees would "continue 
to investigate this act and 
make appropriate chang¬ 
es to further limit the po¬ 
tential for future human 
error." 

A spokesperson for Snap 
said it relies on third-par¬ 
ty mapping data and 
worked with Mapbox to 
fix the hack. Snap said the 
defacement was "deeply 
offensive. 
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US consumer spending up a solid 0.4percentin J uly

consumer spending rose 
a solid 0.4 percent in July, 
the sixth straight month of 
hea Ithy ga ins. At the sa me 
time, a key gauge of in¬ 
flation posted its sharpest 
annual gain in six years, 
likely keeping the Federal 
Reserve on track to keep 
raising interest rates gradu¬ 
ally. 

Ihe J uly spending gain, fu¬ 
eled by strong job growth 
and tax cuts, followed a 
similar 0.4 percent rise in 
June, the government 
said Thursday. Inflation, as 
measured by a barometer 
closely watched by the 
Fed, rose 2.3 percent for 
the 12 months that ended 
in July, the fastest year- 
over-year increase since 
2012. 

Though the inflation fig¬ 
ure exceeded the Fed's 2 


percent target, its officials 
have said they're willing to 
tolerate slightly higher infla¬ 
tion temporarily in light of 
a six-year period when it 
fell short of the Fed's 2 per¬ 
cent goal. They are widely 
expected to keep gradu¬ 
ally raising their bench¬ 
mark rate, thereby leading 
to slightly higher rates on 


many consumer and busi¬ 
ness loans 

Andrew Hunter, U.S. econo¬ 
mist at Capital Economics, 
said he thinks core inflation 
— which excludesthe vola¬ 
tile components of energy 
and food — will exceed the 
Fed's2 percenttarget, "par¬ 
ticularly with wage growth 
starting to show clearer 


signs of acceleration." 
Hunter predicted that the 
Fed will feel a need to keep 
raising ratesonce a quarter 
into next year. 

Personal income, which 
provides the fuel for future 
spending increases, ad¬ 
vanced by a moderate 
0.3 percent in J uly after a 
0.4 percent June increase. 
Modestly higher wages 
and salaries reflect an un¬ 
employment rate that has 
reached its lowest level in 
nearly 18 years. 

The overall economy, as 
measured by the gross 
domestic product, grew 
at a 4.2 percent annual 
rate in the April-J une quar¬ 
ter, which also reflected a 
solid rebound in consumer 
spending, after a lacklus¬ 
ter performance in the 
first quarter. Economists 
are forecasting that GDP 
growth will slow slightly to 
a still solid 3 percent rate 


in the current quarter, sup¬ 
ported by continued gains 
in consumerspending. 

'We are watching consum¬ 
erspending like a hawk be¬ 
cause the economy won't 
repeat the second quar¬ 
ter's 4.2 percent fast pace 
without the consumer 
spending more of their tax 
cut money,"said Chris Rup- 
key, chief financial econo¬ 
mist at MUFG Union Bank in 
New York. 

The inflation rise inj uly, after 
a 2.2 percent rise in J une, 
was driven by rising energy 
prices. A gauge of core 
inflation rose 2 percent for 
the 12 months ending in 
J uly, up from a 1.9 percent 
year-over-year increase in 
J une. 

The Fed has raised its key 
rate twice this year and is 
projecting a total of four 
rate hikes for the full year, 
with the next one expect¬ 
ed next month. □ 


Microsoft to contractors: Give new pa rents pa id leave

Microsoft will begin requir¬ 
ing its contractors to offer 
their U.S. employees paid 
leave to care for a new 
child. 

It'scommonfortechfimnsto 
offergenerousfamily leave 
benefits for their own soft¬ 
ware engineers and other 
full-time staff, but paid 
leave advocatessay it's still 
rare to require similar ben¬ 
efits for contracted workers 
such as janitors, landscap¬ 
ers, cafeteria crews and 
software consultants. 

'Given its size and its reach, 
thisisa unique and hopeful¬ 
ly trailb la zing offering," said 
Vicki Shabo, vice president 
at the National Partnership 
forWomenand Families. 
The new policy affects busi¬ 
nesses with at least 50 U.S.- 
based employees that do 
substantial work with Mi¬ 
crosoft that involves access 
to its buildings or its com¬ 
puting network. It doesn't 
affect suppliers of goods 
Contractors would have 
to offer at least 12 weeks 
of leave to those working 
with Microsoft; the policy 
wouldn't affect the con¬ 


tractors' arrangements with 
other companies. Leave- 
takers would get 66 per¬ 
cent of regular pay, up to 
$1,000 weekly. 

The policy announced 
Thursday rolls out over the 
next year as the company 
amends its contracts with 
those vendors. That may 
mean some of Microsoft's 
costs will rise to cover the 
new benefits, said Dev 
Stahlkopf, the company's 
corporate vice president 
and general counsel. 

'That's just fine and we think 
it's well worth the price," she 
said. 

Microsoft doesn't disclose 
how many contracted 
workers it uses, but it's in the 
thousands. 

The new policy expands 
on Microsoft's 2015 policy 
requiring contractors to 
offer paid sick days and 
vacation. That sparked 
other companies such as 
Facebook to make similar 
commitments. Facebook 
doesn't guarantee that 
contract workers receive 
paid parental leave, but 
provides a $4,000 new 
child benefit for new par¬ 
ents who don't get leave. 


A much smaller California 
tech company, Survey- 
Monkey, announced a 
paid family leave plan for 
its contract workers earlier 
this year. 


Microsoft said its new poli¬ 
cy is partially inspired by a 
Washington state law tak¬ 
ing effect in 2020 guaran¬ 
teeing eligible workers 12 
weeks paid time off for the 


birth oradoption of a child. 
The state policy, signed 
into law last year, follows 
California and a handful of 
overstates in allowing new 
pa rents to tap into an insur¬ 
ance fund that all workers 
pay into. A federal paid 
parental leave plan pro¬ 
posed by President Donald 
Trump's daughter, Ivanka 
Trump, could rely on a simi¬ 
lar model but has had little 
traction.Q

IDS ANGELES (AP) — Cali¬ 
fornia officials were trying 
Monday to solve a stinky 
mystery: A die-off has left 
hundreds of fish floating in 
a recently restored lagoon 
on the tony Malibu coast. 
Scientists believe the Mal¬ 
ibu Lagoon die-off, which 
began last Wednesday, is 
likely caused by unusually 
warm water temperatures, 
said Craig Sap, superin¬ 
tendent of California State 
Parks' Angeles District. 

"We had many days in a 
row of warmer-than-usual 
temperatures We hadn't 
had much of a breeze 
down there to keep the 
temperatures down," Sap 
said. 

Other possibilities include 
elevated nutrient levels, 
dropping levels of dis¬ 
solved oxygen or having 
too many fish in the la¬ 
goon. Officials are taking 
water samples and fish for 
testing. 

Malibu Lagoon underwent 
a controversial restoration 
project in 2013. 
Majorconservation groups, 
including Sierra Club and 
Audubon Society chap¬ 
ters, backed the restora¬ 
tion, but others sued to 
stop the project, contend¬ 
ing it would destroy sensi¬ 
tive wildlife habitat. The 
battle lasted for years but 
the project finally broke 


ground in 2012. 

The die-off has raised lo¬ 
cals' concemsabout what 
some call failures in the 
project. Resident Wendy 
Dunn told KTLA that State 
Parks ignored plans for 
so-called breach points 
that would allow the la¬ 
goon water to mix with 
fresh ocean waterto keep 
proper oxygen levels Sap 
said breaching manually 
would cause more dam¬ 
age to the ecosystem. 
"What you end up doing 
is, some species that are 
not meant to be there get 
in, and species get flushed 
out when they shouldn't 
have been," Sap saidO

uncovered as part of a rail 
bridge replacement proj¬ 
ect is shining some light on 
a tribe's first dealings with 
Europeans, archeologists 
said on Tuesday during a 
tour of the site. 

The find on a small sliver of 
land next to railroad tracks 
thatcarryAmtrakand Met¬ 
ro-North commutertrains is 
considered one of the most 
importantdiscoveriesin the 
Northeast for Native Ameri¬ 
can history. 

Not only did experts re¬ 
cently find the remains of 
the 17th century fort, they 
discovered some artifacts 
including arrow and spear 
tipsthat date back an esti¬ 
mated 3,000years, indicat¬ 
ing Native Americans were 
active at the site for gen¬ 
erations. No evidence of 
human remains has been 
found. 

"It's one of the earliest his¬ 
toric period sites that has 
been found so far," said 
archaeologist Ross Harper. 
"And it's very rich in artifacts 
including Native American 
pottery and stone tools, as 
well as trade goods such 
as glass beads, wampum, 
hatchets and knives It's 
definitely one of the more 
important sites, not just for 


the area but New England 
in general." 

Harpersaid he believesthe 
fort had wooden walls be¬ 
cause what appeared to 
be post holes were found 
where vertical wood piec- 
eswere placed. 

He said it appears the Nor¬ 
walk Indians, a tribe that 
historians know little about, 
had a fort at the site from 
about 1615 to 1640 and 
used it to trade goods with 
early Dutch settlers The site 
is on a small sliver of land 
next to railroad tracks that 
carry Amtrak and Metro- 


North commuter trains. 
A 19th century history of 
Norwalk mentions an old 
Native American fort, and 
a road near the site is still 
named Fort Point Street. 

The site was found dur¬ 
ing preliminary archaeo¬ 
logical surveys ordered as 
part of the state's upcom¬ 
ing replacement of the 
122-year-old Walk Bridge, 
which spans the Norwalk 
River and swings open to 
allow boats to pass. The 
bridge has gotten stuck in 
the open position several 
times and caused massive 


rail service delays. Con¬ 
struction issetto begin next 
year. 

Harper works for Archaeo¬ 
logical & Historical Services 
Inc., a Storrs, Connecticut- 
based firm that is pains¬ 
takingly removing artifacts 
from the site and taking 
them back to its offices for 
cleaning and further study. 
Some of the artifacts may 
be headed to museums 
The firm will write a lengthy 
report on the artifacts and 
its findings. 

The firm, which plans to 
completely remove all 
artifacts from the site by 
the fall, has been work¬ 
ing in consultation with the 
Mashantucket Pequots 
and Mohegans— the two 
federally recognized tribes 
in the state. There is no 
known opposition to the re- 
mo va I of the a rtifa cts. 

The two tribes issued a joint 
statement on the project 
this week. 

"Any time a Native Ameri¬ 
can site or artifacts are 
found, the utmost sensitivity 
should be used," the state¬ 
ment said. 'While the Walk 
Bridge construction site in 
Norwalk may or may not 
have direct ties to the Mo- 
hegan or Mashantucket 
Pequot tribes ... we take 
the matter seriously. In fact, 
Tribal Preservation Officers 


from both tribes have ac¬ 
tively been working with 
people on the ground 
there for over a year to of- 
fertheir expertise." 

The site is one of only about 
a half-dozen in the North¬ 
east known to have con¬ 
tained evidence of Native 
Americans' first encounters 
with Europeans, and most 
of the sites have been de¬ 
stroyed or removed during 
development of the lands, 
Harpersaid. 

The rare find is what drew 
about 20 archaeologists 
from the region to Tues¬ 
day's tour in oppressively 
hot weather. 

"For me, it's like a gold 
mine," said Kevin McBride, 
an anthropology professor 
at the University of Con¬ 
necticut and research di- 
rectoratthe Mashantucket 
PequotMuseum. "Ithinkthe 
reason the site is so impor¬ 
tant is that there's a lot of 
material here. It's definitely 
one of the most important 
sites we've found in a long 
time." 

McBride said items found 
at the site provide some 
insight into Native Ameri¬ 
cans' first interactions with 
Europeans and show how 
they incorporated Euro¬ 
pean products such as iron 
tools and knives into their 
cultureO

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Air leak temporarily patched 
at Internationa I Space Station

CAPE CANAVERAL, Ha. 
(AP) — Astronauts scram¬ 
bled Thursday to patch a 
tiny hole that was allowing 
a ir to lea k fro m the Russia n 
side of the International 
Space Station. 

NASA and Russian space 
officials stressed the six as- 
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tronautswere in no danger. 
The leak was detected 
Wednesday night — possi¬ 
bly from a micro meteorite 
strike — resulting in a small 
loss of cabin pressure. It 
wastraced to a hole about 
2 millimeters (lessthan one- 
tenth of an inch) across in 
the most recent Soyuzcap- 
sule docked atthe space 
station. 

Thursday morning, the 
crew taped over the hole, 
slowing the leak. Flight con¬ 
trollers monitored the cab¬ 
in pressure while working 
to come up with a better 
long-term solution. 

The leaking Soyuz — one 
of two up there — arrived 
at the orbiting lab in J une 


with three astronauts It's 
their ride home, too, come 
December, and also serves 
as a lifeboat in case of an 
emergency. 

A NASA spokesman said it 
was premature to specu¬ 
late on whether the three 
might have to return to 
Ea rth ea liy if the lea k, even 
as small as it is, cannot be 
stopped. 

The hole is located in the 
upper section of the Soyuz, 
which does not return to 
Earth, according to NASA. 
The 250-mile-high outpost is 
home to three Americans, 
two Russia ns and one Ger¬ 
man.

RALEIGH, N.C. (AP) — When 
Atlantic Coast Conference 
teamsopen the season this 
week, their games will air 
on several television plat¬ 
forms, from ABC and Fox to 
ESPNU and the CBS Sports 
Network. 

A year from now, that list 
will also include the ACC's 
own channel. 

League schools are work¬ 
ing on production and 
broadcast space for the 
ACC Network's launch in 
August 2019 . The confer¬ 
ence is mulling football and 
basketball scheduling that 
adds extra zip to first-year 
programming for the ESPN- 
partnered channel. 

The short-term goal is a 
good start amid industry¬ 
wide concerns about fall¬ 
ing subscriber numbers for 
many TV providers as cord- 
cutters opt for standalone 
services such as YouTube 
TV. Beyond that, the ACC 
needs a reliable financial 
boost afterfalling behind its 
power-conference peers: 
the Big Ten, Big 12, Pac-12 
and Southeastern confer¬ 
ences. 

"I think there's some other 
things we can do (finan¬ 
cially), that we are look¬ 
ing at," Commissioner] ohn 
Swofford told The Associ¬ 
ated Press. "But none of 
those things would reach 
the ultimate potential that 
the channel has." 

Swofford said it could take 
four or five years to reap 
the channel's full financial 
benefits. 

Memberschoolsare count¬ 
ing on that money. 

'The single most important 
thing for the future of this 
athletic program financial¬ 
ly is the sue cess of the ACC 
Network, without question," 
North Carolina State ath¬ 
letic director Debbie Yow 
said. 

'We have maxed out on 
our multimedia rights deal. 
We have maxed out on 
ourapparel deal. We have 
maxed out on our tick¬ 
ets sales in football, we're 
close to that in basketball," 
Yow said. "All the financial 
resources that are avail¬ 
able forusto go get, we've 
done really well in. We've 
kind of hit the wall. ... We 


have to have it just like the 
SEC and the Big Ten did." 
Federal tax filings for the 
power conferences illus¬ 
trate Yow's point — and a 
growing gap. 

For documents covering 
the 2007-08 school year, 
the ACC ranked second in 
total revenue ($162.7 mil¬ 
lion) and average payout 
to member schools ($11.8 
million). That was slightly 
more than the SEC and 
behind the Big Ten ($217.7 
million total revenue, $18.8 
million average payout) 
after that league became 
the first with its own chan¬ 
nel in August 2007. 

By 2016-17, the ACC's to¬ 
tal revenue had reached 
a league-record $418.1 
million but trailed the SEC 
($650 million), the Big Ten 
($512.9 million) and the 
Pac-12 ($509.4 million). Its 
average payout for 14 full¬ 
time members — Notre 
Dame gets a partial share 
as a football independent 
with its own NBC TV deal 
— averaged $26.6 million, 
while the 15 schools addi¬ 
tionally received an aver¬ 


age of more than $960,000 
in reimbursements for con¬ 
ference championship ex¬ 
penses. 

By comparison, the SEC — 
which launched its ESPN- 
partnered channel in 2014 
— distributed nearly $41 
million per school. The Big 
Ten averaged about $37 
million when factoring out 
reduced shares for past- 
decade additions Nebras¬ 
ka, Maryland and Rutgers 
The Big 12 averaged $34.3 
million despite lacking its 
own TV channel, though it 
has fewer mouths to feed 
at 10 schools and one of 
those — Texas — sporting 
a separate 20-year ESPN 
deal for the Longhorn Net¬ 
work, launched in 2011. 

The Pac-12 averaged near¬ 
ly $31 million afterlaunching 
its league-owned network 
in 2012, though it has been 
unable to get the chan¬ 
nels on DirecTV and has 
had trouble getting broad 
access on cable providers 
outside the region. 

The financial numbers keep 
increasing. The Big 12 said 
in June that its average 


payout would grow to 
$36.5 million following 2017- 
18 amid its TV deal with 
ESPN and Fox Sports run¬ 
ning through 2024-25. And 
there are projections that 
Big Ten schools could soon 
cross$50 million . 

Swofford has declined to 
publicly discuss financial 
projections for the ACC 
Network. 

One factor will be distribu¬ 
tion deals between ESPN's 
majority owner — Disney 

— and cable providers to 
carry the channel. Swof¬ 
ford pointed to an October 
deal between Disney and 
Altice USA that includes the 
ACC and SEC networks for 
the New York area as "a 
very good start for us, opti¬ 
cally a swell as practically." 
'The fortunate thing for us is 
our partner," Swofford said. 
"Because not only in terms 
of their being the leader in 
sports television and pro¬ 
duction, talent and so forth 

— it's Disney, and it's ESPN, 
and it's ESPN2, and it's ES¬ 
PNU and it's ESPN News But 
it's all those Disney chan¬ 
nels. And that's powerful in 


the marketplace." 
Deanjordan, a global me¬ 
dia managing executive 
with the Wasserman media 
group who has represent¬ 
ed the league in negotia- 
tionswith ESPN, declined to 
discuss the ACC Network 
specifically but said sports 
remain 'the big value driv¬ 
er" w ith d istrib utio n d e a Is. 
"When you think about it, 
people's greatest passions 
are for their favorite teams 
and their favorite team's 
competitors," Jordan said. 
'That's why regional net¬ 
works are so popular. . 
When you look at why col¬ 
lege football in general has 
rise n to the he ig hts it ha s, it's 
because all overthe coun¬ 
try in communities big or 
small, there are these col¬ 
lege programs that ignite 
passion in theiralumni, their 
students and their fa ns. 
"Same as fans of the pro 
teams, but there's a lot 
more colleges and they 
touch a lot more people." 
As for programming, 
the ACC previously an¬ 
nounced a 20-game men's 
basketball league sched¬ 
ule for the channel's de¬ 
but 2019-20 season. Swof¬ 
ford said it is possible that 
could include seven sea¬ 
son-opening conference 
matchups before resuming 
the league slate in Decem¬ 
ber and January — an un¬ 
usual step considering the 
last time two ACC teams 
met in a season-opening 
conference matchup 
came in December 1967, 
according to the league. 
Swofford said it is "prob¬ 
able" the 2019 football 
schedule opens with con¬ 
ference games, too, forat- 
tractive matchups "out of 
the chute." 

'The ACC Network, for it 
to come on board and for 
us to have the opportunity 
to really showcase what 
this league is aII about, like 
some of the other leagues 
who have taken advan¬ 
tage of that opportunity 

— the Big Ten Network, the 
SEC Network, whatever

LOS ANGELES (AP) — If 

"Searching," a mystery 
about a father looking 
for his missing teenage 
daughter told only with 
smartphone and computer 
screens, sounds like a gim¬ 
mick, don't worry, you're 
in good company. Its star, 
John Cho, and director 
and co-writerAneesh Cha- 
ganty thought so too ini¬ 
tially. It wasn't even a new 
concept. Ihe producer for 
"Searching" was also be¬ 
hind the "screen thriller" 
"Unfriended," and wanted 
a follow-up that used the 
same technique. 

But even with its inauspi¬ 
cious beginnings, the film 
has become a late sum¬ 
mer must-see propelled 
by strong reviews from 
critics and a warm after¬ 
glow following the success¬ 
ful launch of "Crazy Rich 
Asians," which has only bol¬ 
stered enthusiasm around 
"Searching" and its Asian- 
American leads. 

In its first weekend in limited 
release, actress Karen Gil¬ 
ia n hosted a free screen¬ 


ing of the film. 'Crazy Rich 
Asians" director Jon M. 
Chu and star Henry Gold¬ 
ing bought out a theater 
too. It made an impressive 
$390,000 from nine the- 
atersand distributor Sc reen 
Gems is hoping that mo¬ 


mentum continues as it ex¬ 
pands to 1,200 screens na¬ 
tionwide this weekend. 
Chaganty laughs now 
about how he was more 
than willing to walk away 
from a chance to make his 
first feature just because he 
didn't buy into the ploy. 

"I like good movies and I 
want to feel emotional and 
I don't want to give that up 
to do something just be¬ 
cause there's an opportu¬ 
nity," Chaganty said. "It was 
a gimmick. I had seen the 
other films that took place 
on screens and I thought 
they were gimmicks." 

But he and his co-writer 
and producing partnerSev 
Ohanian decided to think 
a bout it, andfortwo months 
raked their bra ins for a way 
in. Then one day, they hit 
gold. The film, they de¬ 
cided, would open with a 
montage showing a young 
family of three through the 
years told in digital photo 
albums, videosand calen- 
dardates. It is a slice of life 
tearjerker that has been 
compared to the open¬ 
ing of "Up." And, perhaps 
most importantly, it makes 
you care about David Kim 
(Cho) and his daughter 
Margot (Michelle La). 

It's what got Cho on board 
too, who was put to the 
test in this role. Forthe most 
part, Cho had to actoppo- 
site only a blank computer 


screen and webcam. 

"I don't know how I did it, 

I was bumbling my way 
through it really," Cho said. 
"It was weird, it was like act¬ 
ing in a black box ... Sev¬ 
eral times on set I was like, 
'Aneesh can we please 
stop this webcam business 
and let's shoot the third act 
with a bunch of cameras, 
real camerasand pop out 
of it? Can we please?"' 
According to Cho, Cha- 
ganty's response to this 
was, 'John, shut up and 
act." 

While the concept may 
have been frustrating to 
execute, however, the fi¬ 
nal product and story is so 
seamless it almost makes 
you forget that you're 
watching a story unfold 
through screens. 

"After I saw the movie for 
the first time, I (told Aneesh), 
'You have expanded the 
vocabulary of cinema, and 
that is so freaking hard to 
do,"Cho said. 

'Searching," Cho said, is a 
kind of bookend to 'Crazy 
Rich Asians" and both are 
necessary for advancing 
representation in Holly¬ 
wood movies. 

'That's an Asian specific 
story and this one isn't," Cho 
said. "Those are two very 
important things to say. 
One is, 'We're going to tell 
our stories' and the other is, 
'Don't limit what our stories 


are.'" 

Chaganty simply wanted 
an Asia n-A meric an lead, 
and specifically Cho, be¬ 
cause those are the fami¬ 
lies he grew up around in 
San J ose, California, where 
the film is set. Other than 
that, there is no story rea¬ 
son that necessitates that 
the lead be any ethnicity. 

"I grew up watching movies 
that I loved that had noth¬ 
ing to do with race or cul¬ 
ture oraddressing skin color 
thatjust did n't have people 
like me in it. 'Mission: Impos¬ 
sible,' the 'Bourne' movies, 
the ones that don't have 
anything to do with that," 
Changanty said. 'We've 
become part of the con¬ 
versation because we're 
the first ones to do it in a 
thriller. It's insane to me that 
thisiseven a conversation. I 
hope people lookbackon 
this and are like I don't get 
how this is racially progres¬ 
sive." 

The film's opening and 
the enthusiasm around it 
has also made Cho start 
to reflect on progress. "The 
46-year-old Korea n-Amer- 
ican actor's name be¬ 
came its own social media 
movement in 2016 when 
a tech savvy man, William 
Yu, started photoshopping 
Cho into movie posters for 
Hollywood blockbusters 
like 'Spectre" along with 
the hashtag #StarringJ ohn- 
Cho. 

"I've been asked so much 
about itand it's kind ofawk- 
ward. "The common ques¬ 
tion is, 'Did it work?' And 
I'm like, 'I don't know!' In a 
way I was thinking it didn't 
work because they were 
like, 'Oh he's supposed 
to be Captain America' 
or something in these big 
tent-pole movies and while 
I really appreciated that 
sentiment, I'm not in any of 
these franchises. I've got 
my own, but I'm not in any 
ofthose,"Cho said. 

And yet, he also sees a sil¬ 
ver lining. "The two movies 
he's starred in since #Star- 
ringJohnCho, "Columbus" 
and "Searching" were di¬ 
rected by Asian-Americans 
and found their own grass¬ 
roots success.

Pot industry wants to see 'stoned stereotype go up in smoke

IDS ANGELES (AP) — Mi¬ 
chelle Janikian, who writes 
about marijuana for publi¬ 
cations like Herb, Playboy 
and Rolling Stone, says af¬ 
ter she tells someone what 
she does for a living, she 
usually spends the rest of 
the conversation 'trying to 
act so friendly and main¬ 
stream" so they don't think 
she's stoned. 

Adam Salcido relates that 
after he went to work a 
couple of years ago for a 
Southern California com¬ 
pany that helps organize 
weed-infused events like 
Hempfest and Cannabis 
Cup, he had to reassure his 
family he would n't turn into 
a drug addict. 
Stonerstereotypesdie hard. 
But with a multibillion-do liar 
industry beginning to flower 
— marijuana is now legal 
in some form in 30 states — 
cannabis advocates are 
pushing to dispel the idea 
that people who toke up 
still live on the couches in 
their parents' basements 
and spend their waking 
hours eating Cheetos and 
playing video games. 
MedMen, a flashy, upscale 
chain of dispensaries that 
brands itself as the Apple 
store of pot shops, recently 
rolled out a $2 million ad 
campaign that, for lack of 
a better description, might 
be called the "anti-stoner 
offensive." 

Photos of 17 people — in¬ 
cluding a white-haired 
grandmother, a school¬ 
teacher, a business execu¬ 
tive, a former pro football 


player and a nurse — are 
being splashed across bill¬ 
boards, busesand the web 
by the company that has 
dispensaries in LosAngeles, 
Las Vegas and New York. 
Each photo has the word 
"stoner" crossed out and in 
its place a description of 
their job. 

People can find fheir bi¬ 
ographies on the website 
www.forgetstoner.com, 
where they can also leam 
why they use weed. Rea¬ 
sons range from treatment 
of medical conditions like 
migraines and anxiety to 
simply enjoying the high. 
"What we're saying is the 
very definition of a stereo¬ 
type is defining a person 
by one bad mention," says 
Daniel Yi, MedMen's senior 
vice president of commu¬ 
nications and a former Los 


Angeles limes reporter. 
'They're also a grandmoth¬ 
er. They're also a father, a 
son, a brother." 

Judd Weiss, CEO and 
founder of cannabis com¬ 
pany Lit.Club, believes the 
industry needs to do still 
more. He suggests market¬ 
ing products in a way that 
makes them look more 
than just respectable, but 
asthe herbal equivalent of 
a fine bourbon or scotch. 
Thus, he says, Lit.C lub's 
vape pens are packaged 
in a way 'that won't em¬ 
barrass you at the opera." 
They look sleek and stylish, 
with inspirational phrases 
like "Light A Path" printed 
on each one. He compares 
the aroma and flavor of his 
company's pre-rolled joints 
to something similar to a 
fine brandy. 

'Very much like the Tesla, 
we want to be seen as lux¬ 
ury quality but affordable," 
he said. 

The website Leafly, which 

is sometimes called a Yelp 
for discerning potheads, 
has taken out ads in The 
New YorkTimesand staged 
promotional events at 
gatherings like the South by 
Southwest Festiva I in Austin, 
Texas, to extol the virtues 
of marijuana. Better sex 
and better health are two 
claims it foe uses on. 

Still there is pushback from 
some who believe reali¬ 
ties about pot are being 
glossed over by slick mar¬ 


keting . 

"It is not a controversial 
claim to say that marijua¬ 
na could be addictive for 
some people, that it could 
produce mental illness, that 
it's tied to impaired driving, 
that it makes you not mo¬ 
tivated, that you're more 
likely to drop outof school if 
you're a kid using,"said Kev¬ 
in Sabet, president of the 
group Smart Approaches 
to Marijuana and a former 
drug policy adviserto presi- 
dentsClinton, Obama and 
George W. Bush. 

Sabet accuses the can¬ 
nabis industry of enticing 
children with edibles and 
cookies in an attempt to 
become another "Big To¬ 
bacco," although he also 
acknowledges there is evi¬ 
dence that marijuana has 


some medicinal value. 

It was edibles that brought 
Cindy Paul of Billings, Mon¬ 
tana, to a Portland, Ore¬ 
gon, pot shop a few weeks 
ago to sample marijuana 
for fhe first time in 25 years. 
A casual if closeted smok¬ 
er during her school days, 
Paul, 55, said she decided 
to indulge again while va¬ 
cationing with her daugh¬ 
ter in a state where it's legal 
and where she can ac¬ 
quire it in a form she doesn't 
have to inhale. 

"I do think it has medicinal 
qualities," she said, add¬ 
ing, "I'm not using it for that. 
I'm using it to have a good 
time. I do n't think it's any dif¬ 
ferent than having a beer." 
To bring more people like 
Paul into the fold, brand¬ 
ing expert Robert Miner 
says the marijuana industry 
needs to use movies and 
TV shows to change nega¬ 
tive perceptions 
Those lovable stoners 
Cheech and Chong were 
fine back in the day when it 
came to rebuffing the idea 
that anybody who smoked 
pot was headed for Reefer 
Madness. But the main- 
streaming of marijuana, he 
said, demandsa new mes¬ 
sage. 

"For that larger portion of 
the cannabisconsuming 
population, that same silly 
bumbling stereotype that 
led to a wideracceptance 
is now an impediment to 
their being open about 
their cannabis consump¬ 
tion," said Miner, whose firm, 
Miner & Co. Studio, works 
with TV networks and other 
media in image buildingO
